AMERICAN PORK IN FRANCE. 
Our St. Louis dispatch says: Emile 
Karst, the French consul in this city, in an 
interview regarding the action of the 
French government ın relation to American 
pork made the following statement. An 
entirely erroneous impreasion prevails in 
the United States on the French Govern- 
ment’s course. It ia generally believed here 
that the prohibition of American pork įm- 
portation was the result of the unscrupulous 
lobby in the French Chambers, This is 
all wrong Lobbyists are unknown in 
France, The whole truth of the matter is 
that my Government was informed that 10,- 
000 pounds of diseased American pork was 
sbout to be shipped abroad. The French 
Minister at Washington was instructed to 
inquire into the rumor, and found, that, al- 
though not 60 great an amount had been, 
or was to be exported, still a very large pro- 
portion of that sent abroad was meat of ani- 
mals which died from hog cholera, The 
American inspector at Chicago himself de- 
clared that eight per cent of the pigs ex- 
ported were diseased.

CIVIL RIGHTS. 


A very troublesome question agitates the 
British residents in Indis, The relative 
rights of the native Indians and the English 
are in dispute Shall the latter be subject 
to civil and criminal courts in which native 
Indians are judges and jury? A bill ıs now 
before the British Parliament which, if it 
becomes a law, will establish such a system, 
making the native and the foreigner equal 
in privilege before the courts of the coun- 
try, A dispatch from Calcutta saya “A 
majority of the natives 10 British India dis 
approve the concordat that has been ar- 
ranged between the Indian Government and 
the Anglo-Indian Association, whereby no 
native, except a District Judge, shall exer- 
cigs criminal jurisdiction over European 
British subjecta, who shall be entitled to be 
tried by a majority of ‘European jurors 
The concordat also confere the right 
in nonjury districts, even ın cases 
triable by a European District Magis 
trate, thereby securing the principle that the 
nights of Europeans shall be safely guarded 
by a verdict of men of their own race. The 
opposition of the natives to the concordat is 
based upon the ground that it will cause a 
constant failure of justice, and create rights 
which British subjecte never possessed or 
claimed, and that similar rights are not to 
be given to natives —N. Y, Observer,

The Constitutional; Convention met at 
their hall over Paynter & Cometock’s store, 
at noon yesterday, 

The convention was called to order by 
Hon W J, McCormick, who announced 
that under the resolution adopted by the 
last Legislature, while a time was provided 
for the convening of this body, ıt seemed 
that no one had been designated to call it 
to order and that as he had seme experience 
in such matters,fhe had, at the suggestion

The oration of the day was delivered by 
ex-Sccretary of the Navy Thomas, and 
speeches were made by ex Senator McDon 
ald, Governor Porter, Senator Harrison and 
Colonel Dudley. At the conclusion 
of the exercises at the Opera 
House the assemblage adjourned to Circle 
park, in the center of winch the statue 1a 

laced. The monument was enveloped in 
National colors The cord releasing the 
same and revealing the statue was placed 
in the hands of O, P. Morton, a one year- 
old grandson of the Senator, and at the 
signal was drawn by the child, when the 
colors fell and the statue was exposed to the 
gaze of the throng The statue is of bronze 
and weighs 2,100 pougds, The figure is 8 
fect 4 inches high, resting on n bronze base 
9 inches high. The pedestal 1s of granite, 8 
feet high The statue was designed and 
executed by Franklyn Summons The 
monument cost $12,500, every cent of which 
is paid with money having been raised by 
popular subscription.

United Kingdom in order to give the high- 
est attainable ovidence of the health of the 
cattle Cattle men in the United States 
have followed their animals with a succes-

Logan said “Why should we hesitate 
to say to nations that while they refuse to 
take from us meats perfectly sound, we 
gbak refuec totake from them adulterated 
winea and liquora, which do more harm 
than unsound meats. Isit because we have 
not nerve to doit?’ He did not see why 
we should be so very mild mannered. For 
his part while they exclude our sound meats 
he would exclude their adulterated wines.

adopted declaring that the sugar industry 
should not be annihilated uf order to pro- 
tect more favored industries, nor to sottle 
political difficukies, as is threatened Ita 
capital and lubor maintain more harmoni- 
ous relations with each other than exist else- 
where ın the United Statesin any great in- 
dustry That our capital will be destroyed 
and our laborers dispersed and degraded 
and further impoverished by adverse legis- 
lation, and that the present depression in 
the sugar industry in Louisiana 1s dud in a 
great measure to the constant agitation of 
the sugar tariff, , The resolutions further de- 
clare that if the government thinks it right 
and proper to foster and protect (he indus- 
tries of iron, wool and cotton manufactur- 
era, the sugar producers as citizens were en- 
titled to the same protection, and should not 
be eacrificed for the benetit of Mexico, the 
West Indies or Hawaun islands They pro 
tested against any further reduction of the 
sugar tariff, and also against any reciprocity 
treaties with the Hawaun islands, ond also 
requested Senators and representatives to 
protect the sugar interests

At a meeting of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee to day Sherman proposed an impor- 
tant amendment to bis own bill, designed 
to mect the objection that the measure 
would base the amount of circulation upon 
the fluctuation standard He proposes to 
authorize the Secretary to issue national 
bank notes up to 90 per cent of the full 
value of the three per cent, bonds deposited 
as security for circulation, Where higher 
rate bonds are deposited he proposed to 
compute the interest above three per cent 
and allow the circulation to the amount of 
60 per cent of the aggregate interest over 3 
per cent for the whole time such bonds have 
to run, Thus—4 per cent, bonds having 
twenty-three years to run, being deposited 
as security for circulation, would entitle 
it to receive currency at the rate of $110 70

The Texas Stock Association, whioh met 
in Austin on the 8th Inst, could not agree 
on the proper policy to be puraued in refer- 
ence to the questions, which have created 
serious and wide spread apprehensions 
among the et of that State. 

The question of fences or free range, 18 
the all absorbing one, about which serious 
and alarming complications have arisen. 

A telegram says 

The prodominating sentiment of the con- 
vention was that something must be done 
instanter, but further than this all were at 
sea, 

South Texas favors a herd law South- 
west texas wants protection for vested 
rights, and will accept the herd law 1f neces 
sary to protection, North and northwest 
Texas favors free grass and a free range, 
and will have nothing less, The conven- 
tion to-day was unable to agree on any line 
of policy. 

This question of fence or free range, 18 
very likely to prove most serous, since mil- 
lions are pitted against millions and mil- 
lions are at stake. If the company which 
bought 8,000,000 acres can not fence and 
enjoy what they paid for, the investment 
will not prove so valuable, but, if they do 
fence it, the cow boys will make it hot 
along the lme 

This question of fence or free range, 15 
soon to come up all slong the lino of the 
Rocky Mountains and all mterested may as 
well be making prepmations to meet it 

Whenever and wherever large tracts are 
purchased by non residents, and the stock 
of resident proprietors, 18 fenced out, this 
question will create more or less bad blood, 
aud if the fencing out 13 done by aliens, the 
bad blood will get exceedingly hot It has 
been at a boiling heat in Texas for the last 
few weeks 

Eventually the cow boy will go, but Ins 
going will be historical He 18 full of vital- 
ity and will not go without a struge. The 
fence cutting, and the intimidation that has 
set the authorities at defiance m Texas, 
have put the stockmen to their wits’ end for 
a remedy, 8 solution of the difficulty And 
this 1s but tne beginning of the struggle 
made by the cow-boys for the preservation 
of what seems to them an inalienable night, 
“free grass ”

AGRICULTURE, 


There is afloat the following statement 


“For the encouragement of agriculture, 
France appropriates $20,000,000 annually, 
Russia, $15,000,000, Austrin, $5,500,000, 
and the United States, $176,686 ” 


That such a pruduction should find ow- 
culation ia not very creditable The sums 
accredited to foreign countries may be cor- 
rect, but that set down to our credit, 15 
most absurd The expenses of the Agri- 
cultual Department alone the last year, was 
$450,000 And besides in 1862 Congress 
gave the States 9,500,000 acres of land to 
endow Agricultural Colleges, and the in- 
come from these endowments should be 
added to the annual appropriations This 
would put them up mto the millions To 
all this*should be added what each State and 
Territory annually appropriates for agri- 
cultural purposes,—Schools, Boards, Fairs, 
etc ete, 

Were all these figures added it would 


make the sum respectable, at Jenast, for a 
new country 


DAIRY BUSINESS. 


Montana will be compelled to change 
semewhat her present system of farming, if 
the impressions of our ranchmen are cor- 
rect New staples must be introduced or 
some of the old ones pushed to greater pro 
duction. So far the dairy business has 
proved successful and certainly our ranch- 
men can keep cows as cheaply as they can 
east where they have to be fed five to seven 
months in the year. This branch of farm- 
ing, can be largely increased without over- 
stocking the market 

In this connection the following figures, 
taken from an Address of Mr, Lawrence, of 
Wisconsin, delivered at the Farmers’ Insti- 
tute, Higginaville, Missouri, will be instruc- 
tive, The money invested in the Dairy 
interests in the United States, is over $2, 
000,000,000 Fifteen million cows are re- 
quired to supply the demand for milk and 
its products. To feed these cows 60,000,000 
acres are in cultivation, The dairy imple- 
ments tn use are worth $200,000,000. Seven 
hundred thousand men are employed in the 
business and 1,000,000 horses. The cows 
and horses consuuie 80,000,000 tons of hay, 
90,000,200 busbels of corn meal and as much 
oat meat, 275,000,000 bushels of oats, 2,- 
000,000 bushels of bran and 30,000,000 of 
corn, It costs $100,000,C00 to feed these 
cows and horses, An average cow yields 
450 gallons of milk yearly, At 12 cents a 
gallon the total return to dairy farmers is 
over $8,000,000. It takes twenty seven 
pounds of milk to make one pound of but 
ter, and ton of milk to one of cheese. It 
would require 24,000,000 steers, weighing 
1,500 pounds cach, to produce the same 
amount of nutrition as the annual milk 
product, 

These figures give some idea of the vast 
extent of this branch of farming in the 
country. The products of our dairies are 
not all consumed at home, We export 
somo 160,000,000 poudds òf butter and 
cheese peat anpum, varying, of course, with 
fhe amomnt produced and the prices in for- 
eigu markets, 

Montana can profitably supply her own 
markets at least, and future developments 
must decide whether butter and cheese can 
be shipped with profit. There is, however, 
no dauger that our home markets will be 
overstocked in the near future, since the 
consumption will be very greatly increased 
during the nex! fow years,

It ia generally conceded that times have 
been tiglter in Montana during the past 
month than st any former period of our 
history. Our banks, which have usually 
been abundantly supplied with monoy, have 
of late felt the stringency and in many cases 
haye refused to make loans on the very best 
paper. This has gdded to the general 
tightness of the money market 

THE FIRST GREAT CAUBE 

of the stringency springs „from the fact that 
the Northern Pacific is indebted to various 
contractors throughout the Territory to the 
extent of over a million of dollars These 
contractors have all borrowed from the 
banks, and of course cannot pay until they 
receive their money. It isexpected thatthe 
pay car of the Northern Pacific will visit 
Montana during the present month and set- 
tle up all demands against the company. 
This will at once put over a million of dol- 
lars into circulation, and money matters will 
once more bo comparatively easy 

Still other causes have conspired to pro- 
duce the monetary tightness that exists 

Our merchants on the incoming of the 
railroad purchased heavy stocks im antici- 
pation ofa brisk trade In this there was 3 
partial disappointment The retail dealers 
bought direct from eastern houses, thus cut. 
ting off the trade to some extent of firma 
that bave heretofore done a heavy wholesale 
business Then, too, the merchants credit 
ed out their goods to the farmers, and the 
farmers have generally held up their crops 
for better prices, The eastern debts of the 
merchants have matured, and failing to col 
lect, they huve been compelled to borrow im 
order to meet their obligations for goods, 
This has produced another drain upon our 
banks 

Even the farmers, who usually at this sea 
son have comfoitable bank accounts, have 
come into the deld as borrowers, so as to 
worry through the winter while holding on 
to thear crops This has made another 
drain, 

Then the bank depositors whose large 
surplus has heretofore tended to swell the 
monied resources of our banks, have been 
in many instances induced by the great de 
mand for money to withdraw the: deposits 
and Joan out their money to private parties 
This has made another drain 

In addition to these cases of stringency, 
1618 but just to say that our people have 
fallen into 

MORE EXTRAVAGANT HABITS 

since the advent of the Railroad Fruits, 
apples, oranges, dry goods, ete have be’ 
come cheaper and the result has been that 
much larger quantities have been consumed. 
Our theatres, too, have been visited by a 
better class of actors and much money has 
been carried by them from Montana Many 
Eastern Houses have also reached out for 
our retail trade since the Railroad Very 
many Montanana are sending east for goods 
who ought to buy at home. All these causes 
have tended to drain the Territory of its 
surplus money. 

Now, as to 

THE REMEDY 

First—Our people must beware of too 
much extravagance Don’t buy because 
things are cheap, unless certain that you 
need and can afford them Our merchants, 
too, will hereafter buy more cautiously and 
avoid carrying too heavy stocks Our 
farmers, also, will doubtless sell im the 
spring at the going market prices, and when 
they show a disposition to sell, we are satis- 
fied that our merchants will buy at home 
rather than send abroad for such supplies 
as can be obtained here as well 

In other words our people must unite in 
patronizing home industry, and we must sce 
to it that we export more than we import, 
or sell more than we buy. When 
the export of buihon increases to 
double its present volume, as it will do in 
the near future, this with our exports of 
cattle, wool, hides, etc, ete., will more 
than hecp up the balance of trade in our 
favor, and money will be very abundant in 
the Territory, 

It is only necessary that our people should 
be true to themselves to render every hraùch 
ef industry in the Territory abundantly 
prosperous.

W, A Clark, Democratic member from 
Silver Bow county and President of the 
convention, was born in Fayette county, 

Pennsylvania, ın 1889, He was educated in 
Towa, spent three years in Misgour: teach 
ing school, went to Colorado in 1862, en 
gaged in mining in various places, and 
fiusily came to Montana in 1868 He has 
mined in various parts of the Territory, and 
was atone time a wholesale merchant in 
Deer Lodge, at which place he subsequent 
ly opened a bank, Mr Clark is now presi- 
dent of the Donnell, Clark & Larabie’s Bank 
at Butte, He 1s also president of the Original 
Butte Mining Company, the Moulton Mining 
fompany, and 1s connected with other 
prominent mining enterprises s 

W. W, DIXON 

W W Dixon, Democratic member at 
large for the Second Judicial District, was 
born in Brooklyn, New York, came to Mon- 
tana ın 1866, Mr Dixon was a member of 
the Legislature from Deer Lodge county in 
1871 and 1872, He was absent from the 
Territory for a few years but returned and 
located at Butte where he has since practiced 
law, in which profession he embarked in

W J STEPHENS, 

W, J Stephens, Democratic member from 
Missoula county, was born in Dubhn 
county, Ireland, in 1837 He came to Bal- 
{amore m 1849, and a year or two Jater 
reached San Franaseo Atter mining and 
elerking in a store for a few years he com- 
menced the study of Jaw in San Franeisco, 
and waa pdmitted to the bar in Nevada in 
in 1864 He came to Montana ım 1866 He 
has been District Attorney for the Second 
Judicial District, Clerk and Recorder of 
Missoula county, and 18 now serving his 
second term as Probate Judge of the same 
county. 

MARCUS DALY 

Marcus Daly, one of the Democratic mem 
bers of bilver Bow county’s delegation, 18, 
as his name implies, a son of the Emerald 
Isle, where he was born in 1842 Mr, Daly 
came to Montana in 1876 and has since be 
come prominently known as one of the best 
practical mining men in the Territory and 
the Northwest His home 13 ın Montana's 
great silver and copper comp, Butte, in 
which city he occupies the position of gene- 
ral manager of the extensive mining opera- 
tious of Haggen & Tévis, owners of the cele. 
brated Anaconda mine, snd also the mam- 
moth Anaconda smelter on Warm Springs 
creek, in Deer Lodge county. 

W.J M'CORMICK 

W. J. McCormick, Democratic member 
from Missoula county, was born in Indiana 
in 1835 Te was educated at Asbury Uni- 
versity and afterward studied law He 
came to Virginia City, Montana, where he 
served as member for Madison county in 
the first and second legislatures of Montana, 
Mr. McCormick now lives in Missoula and 
has served three terms in the legislature for 
Missoula He was a member of the first 
legislative session of Montana, held at Ban- 
nack City in 1864 


CAPTAIN JAMES H, MILLS 


Captain James H Mills, the Republican 
delegate at large from the Second Judicial 
District, was born in Ohio (the so called 
lucky State) in 1887, and is consequently in 
his 47th year Captain Mills was cducated 
at Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, He came to 
Montana in 1806 and has since been closely 
identified with the prominent interests of 
the Terntory He was Secretary of the 
Territory for five years snd for efficiency 
and strict attention to the duties of huis of- 
fice, made a record that would bo hard to 
surpass Captain Mills wasin 1806 the ed- 
itor of the Montana Post, one of Montana’s 
earliest newspapers, At present he 18 pub- 
lusher and editor of the New North-West, of 
Deer Lodge, which paper he founded m 
1869, 

WALTER COOPER 

Walter Cooper, Democratic member from 
Gallatin county, makes his {home in Boze- 
man Mr. Cooper is a son of old New York 
State, having been born in Cable county, in 
‘that State, in 1848 On leavymg New York 
he first went to Michigan, and afterwards In 
1859 to Californias In 1863 he came to 
Montana which has been his home ever 
since, For the first six years of his rea- 
dence in the Territory he engaged in min- 
ing andfreighting, and in 1869 went into 
the merchandising business im Boze- 
man He is reckoned as onc of the most 
auccesaful business men in the Eastern 
Montana metropolis.

the day of issue of the foreign patent In 
apealtung of the bill Anderson said that prob 
ably three fourths of the monopohes of the 
country were fortified behind the patent 
system of the Uniter States, and he wished 
to have it understood that he was heartily in 
favor of giving the American inventor such 
pernod of time as would give him a full and 
generous reward for his labor and genius 

The next bill on the calendar was one to 
enable the United States courts 1n case of the 
improper granting of letters patent by rea- 
son of fraud, or misrepresentation to declare 
the patent void. 

The application of the Attorney General 
was passed, bis bill making all public roads 
and highways post routes; passed.

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STRAINING AT GEATS AND SWAL- 
LOWING SAW-MILLS, 


The Herald makes a great ado over the 
extravagance of the Convention in the pay 
of clerks, and says the adoption of Mr. 
Callaway’a motion would haye saved “the 
Territory at least $1000," Let us see, Mr, 
Callaway moved to reduce the pay of four 
clerks and dispense with one Stenographer. 
The pay of three of the clerks were reduced 
according to his motion, but the as- 
sistant clerk’s pay was not reduced from $8 
to $6, and it was deemed necessary to have 
two Stenographers 

We have great confidence in the judg- 
ment of Mr Callaway, bpt one Steno- 
grapher cannot report such a body and 
keep his record written up, Had one only 
been employed ıt would haye taken him a 
long time after the adjournment to make up 
the record. And besides, the record of 
each day should be available for use on the 
next day. 

So the great ado about the extravagance 
of the Democrats amounts to only $2 per 
diem, and that was on the pay of a Repub 
lican Clerk, elected by the Democrats 

Such are the facts, and yet the Herald uses 
the following language, but for what pur- 
pose we must leave our readers to judge 


“The Democratic majority takes the sole 
responsibility against the protests and votes 
of all the Republican members, to create un- 
necessary offices and attach thereto exorbit- 
ant compensation Without any desire or 
intention to be factious 1n the matter, the 
Republicans endeavored to cut down this 
corps of paid officials and make their com- 
pensation no more than reasonably ample 
for the services they were to perform ” 


The statement that “the Democratic ma- 
jority took the sole responsibility” ete , does 
not correspond with the facts, because some 
of the Democrats voted to reduce the salary 
of the Assistant Clerk, and some of the Re- 
publicans voted against the reduction And 
the statement, ‘against the protests and 
votes of all the Rupublican members” etc 
does not correspond with the facts, for some 
of the Republican members vated to sustain 
the salary 

What does the Herald mean by sending 
out to the country such miusrepresentations 
of a body of honorable men? The Herald 
knows that one Stenographer 13 never ex- 
pected to report the proceedings of such a 
body and transcribe his record and have it 
ready for use day after day This admit- 
ted, the only difference between the resolu 
tion of Mr Callaway and the final action of 
the Convention, was the $2 per diem And 
for tco dollars per diem this Organ of extra- 
vagance is Willing to brand them as paying 
“exorbitant compensation,” robbing the peo 
ple to pay one clerk two dollars too much 

This 1s rather rough treatmeut for a body 
of men who have left their homes apd busi 
nessto work for nothing and find them 
selves 

And yet the Organ thinks these men will 
stay 1D session 500 days, for it will take 500 
days at $2 per diem to use up that $1,000, 
which, the Orgin says, might haye been 
saved by reducing the salary two dollars.

FROZEN CATTLE AND FRUIT. 


One would not expect our cattle here in 
latitude 46 to pass safely through a cold 
wave in the open air, and then find them 
freezing to death ia the same cold wave nine 
degrees further south in stables and cara 
But that is just the spectacle presented by 
the fast cold spell 

Our coldest was —18, but in Kansas City 
it was —24. Our cattle and horses and 
mules passed through safe on the open 
range; but at Kansas City and in that neigh- 
borhood, 15 mules froze to death in the sta- 
bles and 170 in two trains of cars Cows 
froze in the stables, and several huodred 
beeves froze on the cars 

All these losees occurred in and near Kan- 
sas City 

This same cold wave extended east to the 
Atlantic and south to the Gulf. A large 
part of the peach crop for 1884 is killed as 
far south as Arkansas and Tennessee and 
North Carolina. 

The oranges, bananas and femone of Flo- 
rida and Alabama have been greatly injured 
It is estimated that $2,000,000 would not re 
pair the damage done to the fruit crop in thé 
Gulf States by the late cold wave, 


GOVERNOR MURRAY's MESSAGE:

Bozesan, January 15, 1884 
To the members of the Montang Constitutional 
Convention. 


GENTLEMEN —Allow me ag one of the 
first settlers of Montana to suggest that in 
framing an organic law for a state govern- 
ment you discard the official titles of Gov- 
ernor and Licutenant Governor, which came 
down tous from the colonial period, and 
are obnoxiously monarchical ın their signifi- 
cance—substituting therefor the more repub- 
Nean terms of President and Vice Prem 


dent, 

To the latest admitted States the student 
of our most perfect of political systems will 
naturally look to find those improvements 
which were contemplated and confidently 
predicted by the fathers May they find 
the beat illustration im the State of Mon- 
tana! 

The Union was originally formed of 
States whose governmental forms had long 
been estrbhished, which probably explains 
why the obnoxicus titles were carried 
over from the colonial into the natural pe 
riod, but as the chicf magistrate of a State 
18 nowhere referred to in the constitution as 
“Governor,” the word “executive” berg 
used instead, 1t18 reagonable to presume 
that its framers thought that if the original 
States should not in time change the title to 
harmonize with the spirit and title of the 
Nations) charter, that ıt might wisely be 
discarded by the new States

The Remains of J. S. Concannon, 

The remains of the Jate James S Concan 
non, of Boulder, Jay m stale in the large 
stone hall of R W Jeffries in that town 
during Tuesday afternoon and night At

course of people ever seen in Boulder, as 
sembled at the hall, where the burial ser-

The Drum Lummon. 

The Salt Lake Ziivune of the 18th inst, 
makes the following comments upon the re 
cent report from this mine published by the 
INDEPENDENT 

“The Helena INDEPENDENT prints an ex- 
tended description of the Drum Lummon 
mine and the works which are being erected 
to mine and mill the ore. The Zribune 
feels a good deal of interest in this property, 
because it was, we believe, the first journal 
outside the Montans papers to sound its 
praises, for which in some quarters it has 
been sneered at We stated the belief that 
it was the biggest surface showing for sa 
mine that had been discovered since the 
Gomatock, and ventured the opinion that 
from the outcrop and the character of the 
ore there was “millions in it” Hence it is 
with pecuhar pleasure that wo read that its 
ores are averaging $75 per ton as they are 
run through the mill, and that more than 
half the product is gold. The only 
anxiety touching the mine is how the 


ore will assay when the deep tun- 
nel strikes the lead, which will 
be in the next sixty or 


eighty days. The indications are good 
because at the bottom of a 50 foot winze, 
sunk below the Cruse tunnel, the ore is 
richer than anywhere above, and because in 
this country ore chutes are as deep as they 
are long, god tho Drum Lummon has been 
exposed eight hundred feet in length. The 
INDEPENDENT estimates more than 1,000,000 
tons of ore above the level of the lewer 
tunnel, or 6nough to occupy a 60-stamp 
mull thirty eight years in reduction. The 
superintendent expects in the next three or 
four months to have sixty stamps running, 

and estimates their produot at nearly three 
million dollars per year. The new plant is 

being erected with English théroughiess, 

and when 10 full operation the labor ac- 
count will amount to one million dollara or 

more per annum, When the sharp mining 

men of the West let the opportunity pass of 
obtaining this property they ‘threw off on 

themselves’ more than they haye in any 
other mining enterprise for twenty yong.”

Select Social Circlos Separate From the 
White Soctety of the Capital, 


Washington Cor. New York Bun. 

__ There are 65,000 colored people in Wash 
ington, In no city in the United States, 
not even in New Orleans, is there a larger 
colored population. Many of them have 
settled here since the civil war ended, A 
better oprortunity can be nowhere found 
for studying the effect of freedom and the 
legislation aubsequent to ıt than here, The 
colored people here enjoy all the social and 
political rights that the Jaw can give them, 
without protest and without annoyance, 
The public conveyances are open to them, 
and the theatres, the jury box, the spoils of 
party power are theirs any of these men 
arg wealthy, and the aggregate wealth of 
the colored property owners iu the District 
amounts to millions of dollars. Hundreds 
own comfortable homes, ahd some hand- 
some Tesdences, their churches are many, 
yncluding three or four buildings that are or- 
naments to the city. Ag a-class they are in 
dustnious, find plenty to do, and are begin- 
ning to show capacity for thrift and saving 

But the color hone 1s padly drawn in what 
is known as society, Wealth, learning, off

is said to be worth about $100,000 He 
lives in a handsome house that fe owns on 
M street It is richly furmshed A fu 
perb piano stands in the reception room, 
and a choice collection, of books Imes the 
walls of the Irbrary Mra Bruce is s band 
some Womon with not a suggestion of her 
race in her face, and whose manners ure re 
garded as a consummation of ease, grace 
and courtesy. She dresses as richly as any 
woman in the city In (official circles Mr 
Bruce 18 always received with courtesy, and 
as a political equal, but there the line i8 
drawn, Mr Bruce enter.ains his frenda 
handsomely, and bys wife pays and receives 
calls from those of her select ses with un- 
varying regard for prevailing etiquette An- 
other member of this social circle 19 John I 
Cook, the collector of taxes for the District 
He lives in excelent style and entertaina 
handsomely Professor J'M Gregory, pro- 
fessor of Latin at the Howard University, 
and John. M Langston, the Munister to 
Hayn, with their families, are recognized 
members of the best colored society, while 
Dr. Charles B Peurvis's society and that of 
his wife are eagerly sought 
Dr Purvis 13 a very busy man, being the 
‘surgeon in charge of the Freedman’s Hos- 
pital, and the professor of materia medica 
atthé hospital school, Nearly all of his 
scholars are white Dr, A T Augusta, as 
a physician, commands the réspect of his 
white bretlireti fn the profession Mr. 
Henry Smith, for many years the Librarian 
of the House of Representatives, entertains 
a great deal, aud his wife calla in het oww 
carriage’ R~T. Greener, a member of the 
District bar and a graduate of Howard, and 
his wife, who is an sccomplished musician, 
are much in society, The Rev, Dr. Alex.

Douglas ranks as the leading colored man 
of the District, but he goes but little into 
society.

Mr. M.M Hollend, whois an officer im 
the Postofice Department, is said to be the 
heat classical scholar in the District, and his 
attainments biog him the bighest social re 
cognition of his people, Wormley, of 
Wormiley’s hotel 19 a leader of the best set 
onaccount of bis wealth, reputed lo be 
$150,000, and his relations with prominent 
white men Smith Wormley, une of his 
sons, is a-darge ownerof real estate here, 
and another son bas an excellent practice as 
a physician. F

TARIFF AND MANUFACTURES, 


It is agreat mistake lo suppose that a 
tariff 18 necessary to the prosperity of a 
large proportion of our manufacturing ea 
tablishments Our tariff gives no protec 
tion to, but rather levies a taxon, Agricul- 
tural implements. And yet no class of 
manufactures, has been so much improved, 
B0 increased, and been pushed with so much 
energy as that of Agrcultural implements 

In 1880 there were 1,042 factories, with 
an invested capital of $62,100,668, employ- 
ing 40,000 laborers, payiag $15,850,610 in 
wages and $31,581,170 for materials, and 
nelling $68,540,486 worth of implements and 
machines, The increase has been very 
great since 1880, so these figures aro much 
too small for the present condition of this 
class of manufactures, 

Talk about stimulation by tariff! when 
there 18 not a tariff stimulated product that 
can show such progress and extension over 
so wide a field Besides supplying the 
home markets, their tools and smplements 
are exported to every quarter of the globe 
Tho soils of South America, Africa, Asia 
and Europe are turned by American plows, 
and their harvests are gathered by eur resp- 
ers It 18 no’ uncommon thing for one of 
our houses to receive an order for 10,000 
plows to go to South America or Europe 

Here then we haye a vast industry de- 
pressed rather than stimulated by the Tariff, 
which bas surpassed all others ın progress 
at home, and has taken the first premiums 
over all agricultural implements and ma 
chines ın 8)! the great fairs of the world, for 
the last fifteen years 

The quiet modesty with which this grand 
work has been done has no parallel, and the 
stimulus it has given to agriculture 1s be 
yond computauon Our vast crops of 
wheat, corn, oats and hay could not have 
been made and harvested without our ım- 
proved cultivators and harvesters And 
without the increased productions, the bal- 
ance of trade would have been against us 

for the last ten years, and our gold and sıl- 
ver would have gone to pay for imported 
goods pecie payments could not have 
been resumed without financial ruin, the 
national credit would have been below par, 
and the debt would have remained an incu- 
bus upon our people 


WOOL-GROWERS? MEMORIAL. 


We are indebted to Mr A H Craig, Sec- 
retary, A M S R for the following copy 
of a Memorial, which 1s being widely circu- 
lated throughout the country for signatures 
To Senators and Members of Congi css’ 

The wisdom of the last Congress, prompt- 
ed by the recommendation of the Tarif 
Commission, removed the ad valorem duty 
on foreign wools, by so doing 2 great and 
manifest injustice has been done the wool 

grower and the agricultunst generally The 
tariff act of 1867 gives to wool the only pro- 
tection it had, and 1s the only Jaw worthy 
of your consideration that giyes any protec- 
tion to any agricultural interest We do 
assure you that under the present law such 
losses are incurred that wool-grow- 
ing ceases to be remunerative, and we will 
be compelled to abandon sheep husbandry 
and gointo other pursuits. We beg your 
careful attention to this subject, and pray 
you to speedily restore the tariff of ’67 on 
foreign wools, thereby guaranteeig to us 
that justice which our prominence as Amer 

ican citizens entitles us to. 

We thus earnestly appeal to the Forty- 
eighth Congress to restore that which we 
must haye, or our honest toil goes unre- 
quited, therefore we come to you, trust- 
ing that you will not fail to heed us in our 
humble petition 

Every signer should afix his postoffice 
address; and when signed the memorial 
should be forwarded to A H. Craig, Cald- 
well, Wis, who will have them all pre- 
sented to Congress in the proper manner, 
All should be forwarded before February 
10th, 

There is good reason why the duties of 
the act of 1867 should be restored to wool 
and sugat, which were the articles most af: 
fected by the fraudulent reductions of the 
last congress. 

While manufactures are protected there 1s 
sound reason why a revenue tariff should 
aid the producers of the raw material 
When mannfacturers are reduced to the rev- 
enue slandard, 1t will be time to talk of re 
ducing wool In, other words, it was a 
fraud to reduce ths low tariff on wool while 
the very high tarf on woolen fabricks, was 
retained, and when the duties on woolen 
goods, are reduced ns Tow as the duties on 
wool, there will be time to talk of reducing 
the latter,e We do not see any reason why 
the woolmanufacturer should have more 
protection than the wool grower. As it is 
they have about twice as much d 

And besides the number engaged in grow- 
ing wool js ten limes greater than those en- 
gaged in manufacturing wool 

Wo make the following extract from the 
Wool growers appeal. 

“You who are not interested in the rear- 
1ng of sheep, must bear in mind that farmers 
must live, that the prosperity of the country 
depends on their auccess, If they thnve 
all business is carried with it. If they stag- 
ger the world feels the shock If wool 
raising is not remunerative, than these 800,- 
000 producers must become your competi- 
tora, they must produce your products 
and your profits must be divided with 
them. Are you willing to thus patrioti- 
sally face the music that must follow, if 
the tariff on wool 18 removed? If not you 
aro earnestly requested to consider the 
whole question in all its bearings, and lend 
your aésiatance in our humblé effort tö pre 
vent any further disaster than what has al- 
ready been accomplished,”

At the meeting of the City Council last 
evening the special committee to which was 
referred the proppsition .made by the Hele- 
na City Railway Company, reported the 
proposition back to the council without 
recommendation and requeating that it be 
considered in committee of the whole, The 
matter was acconlingly taken up in com- 
mittee of tha whde 

Some membergof the Helena City Rail- 
way Company were present, and Mr Ming, 
representing theother street car company, 
was also present. Messrs, Botkin, Lockey, 
and Holter explained the proposition of the 
former companyand maintained that the pre 
vious action of'the council im relation to 
Mr, Ming's line was not at all binding as no 
ordinance had bten passed granting him a 
franchise On the other hand Mr Ming 
anid that the Concil hed already made a 
decision in favoy of his proposition, and had 
ordered an ordinance drawn to that effect— 
which in his view of the case was equivalent 
to granting his franchise, 

Alderman Cok asked what the Helena 
City Railway Cpmpany was willing to bind 
itself to do, if they were willing to iad 
themselves to biud the proposed line on the 
west side down Clore street and Benton 
avenue within a specified time?—as well as 
on Main stiect and Helena avenue?

In the spring of 1841, when Van Buren \ 
retired from the White House and General | [Ags 
Harrleon took ion of it, I spent a fow | f 
weeks in Washington At that time some] f 
ot the apie orators and statesmen then 
living in onrcountry were ın the height 
of their popularity. In the Senate were 
Daniel Webster, John O Calhoun, Thomas 
Hart Benton, Silas Wright, James Buch- 
anan, snd others of less notoriety, Ta the 
House were John Quincy Adams, (styled 
“The old man eloquent,”) Caleb Qushing, 
Henry A, Wise and 8, 8. Prentice, all of 
whom were men of superior abilities, and 
when it wasknown that they were to speak 
the galleries were sure to be filled with la 
dies and gentlemen, who would be spell- 
bound by their eloquent words, 

Among the clergymen of that time noted 
for eloquence and goodness was George 
G. Cookman, pastor of a Methodist church 
ın Washington and chaplain of the Senate 
He hada large attendance at his church 
every Sunday, and among his regular hear- |- 
ers, during the session of Congress, were a 
number of distinguished men from the Ben- 
ate and honse On the Sunday preceding |* 
the adjournment of Congress, he preached 
at the hall of the House of Representatives, 
and bad for his hearera John Quincy

distinguished individuals, members of ns

gress, and of Van Buren’s cabinet 
conclusion of his sermon, \he smd‘ 

‘Piya js the last time I shall address this 
assembly in my capacity of chaplain We 
now separate, never, all of us, to meet this 
side of the grave You go to your homes 
and businegs, and | embark~on the ocean to 
visit my native land, England, to make a 
farewell visit to my Venerable father, and to 
shed a tear of filial affection upon the grave 
of a loving and devoted mother I beg you 
to bear mein your prayers at the throne of 
Divine Grace, that my journey may be 
safely accomplished, that I may return 
again to labo. witb you, and at last to min- 
gle my dust with that of those I so dearly 
love and iu whose behalf it 18 my duty and 
my pleasure to labor ” 

Little did the eloquent preacher think as 
he closed his memorable discourse, of the 
sad fate that awaited him A few days after 
this he took passage at New York, in the 
steamship President, for Liverpool, and the 
fate of thal Yeasel, with its precious freight 
of humanity 19 known only to Him who has 
cognizance of the secrets of the mighty deep 
This was the first steamer plying between 
the United States and Europe that was lost, 
and no one has ever known whether ıt was 
consumed by fire, or engulfed in a moment 
by coming in collision with an iceberg 
Such 21s human destiny!

be that the high sea was hurling the ice 
against the side. When the steamer was 
jammed upon the rocks the water 1 ushed toto 
the steerage and he scrambled out taking a 
part of his clothing with him As the ves 
gel filed she keeled over, and he got into 
the ngging where he clung for hours with 
the set breaking over him at intervals At 
one time some of the riggiag gave way and 
fell upon him, and he received a blow across 
his forehead, which stung him, and another 
1n tho chest, but lis fingers were frozen to 
the ngging and he was not swept off He 

attributes his safety to the rubber coat he 
had tied around him, and thus kept his 
elothing dry Many more he thinks would 
have becn saved but for the lugh sea that 
wasrunning Boats could not approach the 
wreck, and even when his turn came he 
jumped into the water, and after reaching 
the surface was swept ‘within reach of the 
rescuers There were two who made a 
perkous leap dverboard and were washed 
away to death, and he believes many more 
met the same fate Before the rescue a 
single bost with several Indians in ıt came 
out, but they could not approach the wreck 
They were engaged in picking up floating 
matter,

schoole, to collect the money from the peo- 
ple of the States and then give itdack to 
them again It has been the policy of the 
States to educate their own children, to cul 
lect and disburse their own money for edu- 
cational purposes This has been the un- 
form practice from the begining, The 
State has from the first exercised the 
sovereign right of guardianship over its own 
o | children; and has undertaken to discharge 
the duty of guardians m providing for tho 
education of its wards 

This sovereign’s mght of guardianship 
and eduestion,few have denied to the States 

But the establishment of the Bureau of 
Education at Washington, was the first coy 
ert step in the move to transfer the guar- 
dianggep of the youth of the country to the 
Fe “Government, and with the guar 
diandlp, the mght to educate This right 
of guardianship and education is perhaps 
the moat sacred function of sovereignty It 
18, 20 fact, absolutely necessary to the exist- 
ence of sovereignty For 1f you will let us 
educate the youth of any sovereign, we will 
ensure his deposition when that generation 
comes upon the stage of active hfe 

It is humiliating to the States For ıt 
assumes & superior ability on the part of the 
Gezeral Government to manage the internal 
affairs of the States, whereas the States 
have nll the machinery 10 operation and are 
better fitted to manage the education of 
their youth The sending 2 man from Ken 
tucbhy to Washington, gives him no fitness 
to direct the education of the youth of Ken 
tucky 

The fact that Congiess has granted lands 
to the Slates for the endowment of 
Schools, 13 cited as a precedent for this pro 
posed donation from the Federal Treasury, 
but there 19 no such mmilazty in the two 
acts as would make the one 4 precedent 
for the other 

After Virginia ceded the North West to 
the General Government, ond when new 
States were formed, the pohcy was diu 
gurated to give each neiy Slate a portion of 
its domain for the endowment of a Univer- 
sity and for the support of the public 
schools But the entire management was 
left to the States themselves * 

In 1862 Congress donated the Stsles othe: 
lands for the endowment of Industrial 
Schools, but these gifts were placed wholly 
in the care ind management of the States 
Many objected to this last donation as un 
constitulional, and others consented to it on 
the ground that the land ım the States really 
belongs to the States themselves under the 
right of Eminocnt Domain 

These grants, however, can give no possi 
ble precedent for Congress to assume the 
guardianship of the children of the State 
and to collect money from the citizens and 
to distribute it for the education of those 
children, according to the illiteracy of the 
people 

Thia isan assumption of power m a di 
rection most dangerous to the citizens and 
sovereignty of the States The subject 1s 
1a itself most commendable, and that makes 
the movement ten fold more dangerous A 
State might accept so gresta sum for the 
education of its children, without due con- 
sideration of the cloud it would throw over 
her right of guardianship of her own child 
ren 

The main object in ths move 1s doubt- 
jess to afd the people of the south in edu- 
cating ‘the freedmen and the poor white 
trash” and it is made general to avoid any 
appearance of partiality . 

But some other mode of curing this evil 
should be devised It would be poor econ- 
omy to enduoger the liberties of a whole 
peoplein an effort to educate a part of that 
people. 

To an address delivered last Auguat at 
Ocean Grove by the Rev. A. D. Mayo, of 
Boston, he said 


“No people can be educated permanently 
by another people. As far as concerns its 
educational lfe, every State of this Union 
is practically a separate people, Although 
much can be dong at certain critical periods, 
as in our new states of the west, by national 
aid and the inspiration of superior teachers 
and advanced methods introduced from 
abroad, yet each of these great States to day 
has built up its own system of education, in 
some respects better than the corresponding 
systems in older Commonwealths So 
must it be with the south i the building up 
of the vast enterprize of new cducation. If 
these sixteen states, or (hose of them which 
were involved in the experiment of the 
Confederacy, had lain dormant through 
these fifteen years, or, if they had 
wrought ia an obstimate spirit of op- 
position to education, the prospect now 
would indeed be hopeless. For there is 
not power enough, uuder our system of gov- 
ernment in the nation, the Uburch, or the 
people of the North, to force the American 
type of education even into Delaware 
against its will, to say nothing of the gigan- 
tic folly of attempting tp school a region 
jerge than Europe with elghtecn millions of 
people, at arm’s length serosa a hostile bor- 
der land, in the face of political, social and 
ecclesiastical disagreement, mtensified by a 
race problem more complex than any ever 
presented ty any civilized land.” 

That is thd tite doctrine, and worthy of 
all consideration, as 1t comes from the 
shadows of Faneuil Heli, the old Cradle of 
Liberty, so often rock4d by the Revolution.

Perhaps in all the history of Montana 
there is nọ stance of more reckless and 
unblushing disregard of law than that re- 
cently perpetrated by the Butte County 
Commissioners, Making a pretense of 
Judge Wade's recent decision in the made- 
up case of Fisk Brra vs, Joseph P Wool- 
man, Territorial Auditor, the County Com- 
missioners of Silver Bow concluded to 
disregard thé printing law and the Miners 
contract thereunder The Miner had its 
contract on file together with its bond for 
$5 000, duly approved, for the faithful per- 
formance of its contract, This contract was 
in full force and In no way effected by the 
decision im the made up case of Fisk vs- 
Woolman TheMiner Publishing Company 
was not a party to that suit It wasentitled 
to ita day in court before its mghts could be 
effected by ıt At most only one district 
judge had decided in the case of Fisk vs 
‘Woolman, and that judge was one who 
from lis known prejudices and partialities 
involved in this particular question was 
least entitled to respect

at a rate largely in excess of the bid of the 
Diner 

They plundered the county treasury to 
put money intothe pockets of a newspaper 
company of which they were members, In 
view of the interest of the commissioners in 
the paper to which the printing contract was 
awarded, their award under the circum- 
stances savors strongly of embezzlement of 
the public moncy—if it ıs not embezzlement 
itself. Such conduct should be investicated

YWASLENGLUA, Uatcutny aa aren a 
christian church in this city known as the 
Garfield Memorial ‘Church: was dedicated to 
day In November, 1880, the work of rais 
ing funds was begun and subscriptions were 
received from various parts of the United 
States, Canada and England In May, 1880, 
the ground for the new building was 
broken, and the cornerstone was laid on 
the first anniversary of the assassination of 
President Garfield.

TRE CLASSICA L QUESTION AGAIN, 


To the Editor of the Independent. 

Sır —In the issue of the Helena Ler ald 
of January 18,appeara a leading editorial on 
the subject of ® Important Testimony,” 
which, although a straddling article, 1s en- 
tirely one sided, and makes certain state- 
ments in regard to the test of the classical 
and scientific students in Germany which 
ara unsupported by the facts ın the case, 

If the writer of the aforesaid article had 
previously consulted the Popular Seence 
Monthly for January, 1884, and read care- 
fully “The Classical Question in Germany” 
by Prof Edmund J James, he nught have 
chaneed his opinion concerning the truth of 
the Berlin report, unless wholly blinded by 
prejudice 

Like President Porter in his article in the 
Princeton Review for September, 1888, the 
writer 1n the Herald starts out with a mis- 
statement of the facts He says ‘There 
has been a trial of the two systems made in 
Germany in the Gymnasia and the Real- 
schulen, supported alike in all respects, with 
the main difference that ın the former one- 
half the entire course 18 given to the study 
of Latin and Greek, while in the other there 
218 no Greck and only half the amount of 
Latin ” . 

Now, let us see whether this was a fair 
trial between the gmynasia and the real 
achools, “supported alike ın all respects,” 
or whether this boasted test was not alto 
gether a one sided Pfarr 

1 <Astosupport in 1869 the government 
paid forty ax times as much toward sup 
porting thes gymnasia as for the real 
schools, and in 1874 thirteen times as much 
In 1869 the government paid twenty five 
per cent of a)l the expenses of the gymnasia 
and less than three per cent of those of the 
real schools Does that look hke giving the 
two systeme equal support? 

2 The graduates of the real schools have 
never been admitted toall the privileges of 
the University They are prohibited from 
entering the faculties of law, medicine and 
theology They are limited to natural sci- 
ence, mathematics and modern languages 
This cuts off all competition to the real 
school graduates, to preferment in both 
chnrch or State. Itos well known to every 
body who 18 conversant with the education- 
al'system of Germany that the Gymnasia 
have received better support from the Gov 
ernment, have been ın operation far longer, 
have as arule better paid and more efficient 
teachers, than the real schools, and more 
Over, are patronized by pupils from the 
wealthier and more cultured families, and 
hence have inevery way the advantage in 

education Yet the Herald writer says they 
are ‘supported alike in all respects ” 

3 The hundrcd members of the Phil 
osophicsl Fadalty of Berlin, who signed the 
report testifying that classical students 


atood lugher than those taking „a sclentifio, 
and mathematical course, were without 


probably a single excephion graduates of the 
gymnasıa and hence no doubt ın many cases 
biased toward the schools in which they had 
been educated But this is not all 
It bas become an open secret that much of 
this Berlin Report was drafted ‘hut only by 
classical men, but by eatremists, and with 
out sufficient dats There 1s no general sys- 
tem of recitation and marking in the Ger 
man Universities There are no examina- 
tions except the final one for a degree, so the 
professors have no means of judging cor- 
rectly which class of students stand the 
higher. Besides, many who signed the Re 
port never took the pains to investigate the 
subject 

It is not remarkable at all that these men 
should have ‘been unanimous in their 
opinion They receive their support from 
the State. They live, and move and have 
their being under the shadow of a great 
tailitary despotism, The question of clas, 
sical study in Germany 18 simply a contest 
between medistvalism and modern thought 
and progress, 8 contest between the people 
struggling for liberty and an educational 
hierarchy sustained by a despotic govern- 
ment, The gymnasia are the schools of the 
wealthy and of the aristocrats

But such reckless lawlessness cannot win, 
The INDEPENDENT stands upon its rights 
under its contract, and will enfores them ag 
soon aswe have an honest and impartial 
judge upon the bench, which cannot be 
long delayed. When that day comes ıt will

Her Marriage to A Russian Noble and 
tho Result, 
ee oe 
Gath in the Philadelphia Times, 


A few weeks ago I found at an old book 
stand a pamphlet published twenty years 
ago called “Memoria of Gmevra Guerra- 
bella,” which 13 the life of Genevieve Ward 
Bhe went to Europe at three years of age 
with her banker father, became a musical 
protege of Madame Sontag, and studied 
music near Rossini in Florence, who called 

aber, “my consolation ” She refused to be 
engaged toa rich New Yorker who was 
abroad and whom her parenta favored, bnt 
struck for a title, and a Russian, tha Count 
de G , as she calls him, apphed for he: hand 
Her mother started to Pans wlth the 
romantic girl, but was taken sick at 
Genoa, and at Nice they were married at the 
American consulate The Count endeav- 
ored to stave off a Greek ceremony at Tu- 
rin, but Genevieve and her mother found 
from the Prussian muntster that the mar- 
rlage would not be bmding upon a Russian 
subject. Bo, without the consummation of 
the nuptials, the bride act off for Paris, and 
the Count following them, endeavored, 
without success, to seduce her He then 
became alarmed at a threat to appeal to the 
Emperor, and proceeded to abuse his wife's 
reputation and used the American legation 
to assist him The bride intimated that the 
secretary of legation himself endeavored to 
seduce her also Suddenly General Dix ar- 
nyed ın Pans (1834), He took up Miss 
Ward's case, wrote to Governor Seymour, cf 
Connecticut, our minister at St Peters 
burg, and the lady and her brother and 
mother started thither in the dead of win- 
ter, before any railroads were open 
The young girl meantime set to work to 
study Russian, she was, at law, neither 
American nor Russian under the peculiar 
circumstances of her case They traveled 
from Kenigsburg to Riga by sledge In 
six days more they reached St Petersburg, 
having been attached on the road by Rus- 
san boors Minister Seymour introduced 
Genevieve into the court society, his object 
being to produce an interest in her bebalf 
that would offset the official rank of her 
busband’s family She thus met her own

The Convention was called to order at 11 
am 

Yon, Francis Medhurst, of Silver Bow 
county, having appeared, Le was summoned

STATIS INSTITUTIONS, 


Hundley, from the committee on state in 
atitnhons and publie buildings, reported, 
recommucnding that educational, reformato- 
ry, penal, and charitable institutions be cg 
tablished and supported by the state. 

That the legislature shall have no power to 
change or locate the scatof government of the 
state, but shall, at its Aret session after the 
adoption of this constitution, provided by law 
for submitting the question of the perma- 
nent location of the seat of government to s 
a popular vote, and & majority of the votes 
cast shall determine the location, If a tie 
vote between two places arises the choice 
gall Le determined by another election. 
But until the scat of government shall be

The Legislature shall make provision, as 
goon as possible, for a State University, State 
asy lum, and State penitentiary, and not more 
than one of these institutions shall be located 
m any one county, the Jocation to be déter- 
mined ata general clection, The trustees 
shall be appointed by the Governor with 
the advice and consent of the Senate. 

The Governor shall fill any vacancy until 
the Legislature meets and a successor to his 
appointee shall be confirmed and qualified.

unclaimed shares and dividends of corpora» 
tions wceorporated under Montana lawe, 
that investment of the surplus of such funds 
shail so far as possible be made in public 
securities within Che state, including school 
districs bonds, that the stalo board of land 
commussioners shall consist of the Gover 
nor, Secretary of State, and Attorney Gen 
eral, who shall have the direction, contiol, 
and disposition of the school lands of the 
state, thatinterest on invested state school 
funds shall be apportioned among the dis- 
tricts according te the number of children 
of echool nye—no district to have any part 
thereof which does not have at least three 
months ot scnovl for the year, that defi 
ereneies in the amount required shall be 
supplid by tax levy (or olberwisc) made by 
Lepitlature, that the publie free schools of

or dcnomination That no religious or 
sectarian qualification shall be necessary for 
the admission of any pupil or for the em- 
ployment by any teacher, nor shall any 
sectarian tenets be taught m any public 
echool of the state; that the election of 
school officers (not includiag school district 
officers) shall take place, if possible, at 
other than what 35 generally known as a 
general election, that four persous to be 
known as the “Regents of the University of 
Montana” shall be elected at the first general 
achool election, their only compensation to 
be the actual expense of discharging their 
official duties The Regents shall chuose a 
President of the University who shall hold 
ofice until removed by them The ‘Presi 
dent shall preside at meetings of the Board, 
shall ve,the principal executive officer of the 
University and shall bea member of the 
faculty thereof, The Board of Regats shall 
have the general supervision of the Univer- 
sity and exclusive control of its monies and 
lands

BOUNDARIES AND HOMESTEAD L<EMPTIONS 

Stephens, from the Committee on Boun- 
daries and [omesteud Eaemptions, offered 
a report, prescribing among other things 
the boundaries of the State of Montana—the

LHE PROPOSLD MEMORIAL, 

&, Douglass, from the select committee hay 
ing under consideration the memorial ask- 
ing Congress to make certam donations of 
land to the State for public buildings, edu- 
cational purposes, and river improvements, 
reported the same back, recommending Its 
adoption, 

Hedges doubted the propriety of adopt- 
ıng the memorial, The government would 
attend to theimprovement of the rivers, 
and so farasa State university was con- 
cerned, that had already been provided for

Every incumbrance, mortgage, or convey- 
ance, although the same may be absolute 
and indefeisible on the face thereof, shall 
be absolutely null and void, provided noth- 
ing herein contained shall prevent the sale 
of a homestead in good faith. 

Referred to the Judiciary committee. 

PROTECTION OF FORES1S AND GRASSES 


Cooper offered a proposition to the effect 
that the general assembly shall enact suita- 
ble laws to prevent from destruction by fire 
from railroad locomotives or other cause, 
and keep in good preservation the grasses 
and forests upon the lands of the public do- 
main, the control of which may be conferred 
by Congress upon this State 

Referred to the committee upon miscel- 
laneous subjects, 

On motion of Hunt, amended by Collins, 
a aciect committee of five was created for 
the purpose of framing an address to the 
people of Montana giving the most salient 
features of the constitution adopted by this 
conyention.

Since the close of our rebellion and the ex- 
pulson of Maximilian from Mexico there 
has been & warm sympathy between Rome- 
ro and myself, ow. yiews being comcident 
ag to the relations that ought to exist he 
tween Mexico and the United States We 
have both devoted much of our time to 
bringing about more intimate relations be 
tween the two republics and entirely gratu 
itously on our part I myself haveno pecuni- 
ary interest in any improvements which are 
taking place in Mexico.with American capi- 
tal, bnt I feel a great mtereyt ım their Buc- 
cess J beheve its ratfieatiou'would be a 
great step toward establishing those rela 
tions between the two contiguous republics 
which ought to exist and would ben mutual 
advantage ” 

Gen Grant says that fhe argument used

At the commencement of the afternoon 
session Merriman, from the Committee on 
Mining sud Water Rights, reported, favor- 
ing the establishing of the office of commis- 
sioner of mines. The commissioner shall 
be appointed by the Governor for a term of 
four years, The report provides for the 
establishing of a school of mines, if thought 
desirable, in which metallurgy shall be 
taught With reference to water rights it 
provides that any person may divert the 
course of any natural stream for mining and 
irrigation, when not interfering with an- 
other who has a prior right to the use of 
such water, 

AGRICULTURE AND COMMERCE, 

Fergus presented the report of the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture and Commerce. It 
provided for establishing a bur€au of in- 
dustrial resources to be managed by a com- 
missioner, and prescribed Ins duties. The 
navigable waters of the State shall be com- 
mon highways, forever free to all citizens of 
the United States, and without tax or duty 
being imposed therefor.

the Torics, all his private sympathies and 
affinities being with nnd for the so called 
aristocracy Heis exceedingly proud of 
whut he claims to be his Norman descent, 
his father being the elder brother of the Rt 
Hon: Charles Tennyson d’Eyncourt, aud 
his allusions to the antiquity and ilusti 
ousness of his family are suid to be tiresome- 
ly frequent 

I have heard repeatedly of late that Ten- 
nyson would have nọ means to support his 
new rank He should not find it difficult 
If he be ag unsocial and inhospitélas a bar- 
on a3 he has been as plun Alfred Tonnyson, 
hig sustainment of the title need not be ex 
pensive The common opinion that he 13 
only well to dois erroneous For a hter- 
ary man he is very rich No author in 
America bas ever begun to make so much 
money ashe His poetry bgs brought him

vested bis earnings as to haye a property

He owns, or did ownrecently a house m

most momentous reasons, and he never 18, 
for the members of bis family and hia ser 
vants think his making of a line of quite as 
much importance as the creation of a new 
world—an opinion which, 1t 1s needless to 


say, he fully shares Perhaps if his wife— 
she was Emily S8ellwood — were 
dying, she might venture to have 


lim informed of the fact dumng 
his hours of work. She would not be wil 
ling that bis agnctuary should be profaned 
for any less cause, because she religiously 
beheves that Willham Shakspeare 18 scarcely 
the equal of Alfred Tennyson, If she were 
capable of forming or cherishing any other 
opinion, it 1s doubtful 1f be would live with 
her She probably preserves her connubial 
place by the most rapturous worship and 
the most absolute self-effacement 
There have been awful instances of the

Charles Sumner, being abroad in 1857, 
met Tennyson, and the Senator, never re 
markable for modesty, talked to the poet of 
American polites and his own position to- 
wards the South and slavery. He soon per 
ceived that the Enghshman wasvery impa- 
tient under his discourse, and, recognizing 
the familiar truth that aman is a bore who 
talks about himself when you want to talk 
about yourself, he dropped the subject ia 
order to let bis companion play bore, 
Tennyson seized the opportunity st once. 
As they were in the Muray, he took down a 
volume and asked: “Haye you evet read 
the ‘Princess ?” 
Sumner replied that ıt waa one of his fa- 
vorite poems 
“Read it then,” demanded the bard, push- 
sng the book toward him Although full 
conscious of the extreme delicacy of rea 
ing verses before their autho he opened to 
the page and began, He had not finished 
twenty lines before the Briton almost 
snatched the volume from his hand, saying 
“This is the way it should be read ” 
Then, in his bigh, pompous, chanting 
tones, he recited the greater part of the 
‘poem, affording his compulsory leteners no 
chance for a word Sumner endured it all 
without protest, but he never, it is said, 
called on Tennyson again—never, never, 
never.

The General Assembly shall provide 
by general laws for the orgamzation and 
classification of cites and towns The 
number of such classes ghali not exceed 
four, nnd the power of each class shail be 
limited bys general laws, so that all such 
municipal corporations of the same class 
shall possess the same powera und be subject 
to the same restrictions The General As- 
sembly shall also moke provision by gencral 
law whereby any city, town,or village,exist 
ing by virtue of any special or local law, may 
elect to become subject to, and be governed

The section was adopted without amend- 
ment. 

Section 8, prohibiting any township, eity,

aid of any college or 1nstit&tion of learning,

COUNTY OFFICERS 


The neat section (the number was changed 
toS8on account of striking out section 8) 
providing that in each county there shall be 
clected a county judge and two county com- 
missioners, wo shall compose the board of 
county commussionels, was read 

Clark moved to amend by striking out all 
that portion relating to a county judge, and 
to inerease the number of commissioners to 
three He held that a judge on the board 
of commissioners would m all probability 
control the whole body

Dixon moved to amend so that the county 
judge shall hold hig ofuce two years and the 
commissioners four years Adopted.

Adopted, 

Collins moved to strike out 10,000 and in 
sert 5,000-a8 the population necessary for a

Clark moved to strike out that portion pro- 
viding that vacancies shall be filled by ap 
pointment by the Governor, and insert that 
such vacancies shall be filled by election 
He thought that the people were the best 
qualified persons to decide who would fill 
such offices most acceptably.

All these schools Montana will eventually 
need, and the Organic Law should provide 
for their organization as fast as the necessa 
ry means shall become available 

The most important question which will 
arise m this connection, however, 1s whether 
all these schools shail he aggregated in the 
University or whether they shall be organ 
ized as separate and independent institu- 
tions 

Some of the states have, in the mam, 
adopted the principal of aggregation, 
while others have established separate 
schools, and stall others have adopted apart 
of each plan, aggregating with the Univer- 
sity a part and establishing others as sep- 
arate and independent schools 

If Montana had an abundance of money 
to endow all these schools, say $10,000,000, 
the plan of separate schools might be wise, 
but as 1t 19, with the prospect of Jess than 
one million for the endowment of all of 
them, the plan of aggregation 13 the only 
one that can give us the prospect of having 
more than one of these schools in the near 
future 

To fact, with our lack of sufficient funds, 
it would be almost suicidal to adopt the 
plan of separate institutions, since all 
would hve, if they live at all,at a poor dying 
or sickly rate Put them all together and one- 
quarter of the funds would make good 
schools The buildmes, the apparatus and 
the teachers for all combined, will cost but 
little more than for each separate 

There are four of these schools which we 
ought to establish at once, the common Col- 
lege of Arts, the Agricultural School, the 
Mimng School and the Normal School 
Congress has already made prospective pro- 
vision for the first three, and the success of 
the common schools, demand the last 

What saving can be made by having these 
schools combined in a University, 13 ob- 
vious All colleges must have presidents, 
and it will take four presidents 1f the 
schools are separate and only one, if all are 
united m the University, Each of these 
schools must also have a Professor of Chem 
istry, a Professor of Natural History, a 
Professor of Philosophy, a Professor of 
Mathematics, and a Professor of English 
So that 1f these schools are separate, each 
will need five professors and a president, 
making twenty-four in all, but if you unite 
them ın one University, one president and 
one professor in each department, will do 
the work for all the schools The Professor 
of Chemistry may teach 200as well as 10 
pupils, and those in chemistry in all of the 
schcols, can attend his lectures, and one in 
the united schools will do the-work of four 
1n separate schools 

The same 1s true of all the othere depart- 
ments mentioned Ittherefore follows that 
six teachers will do thé same work in the 
four schools united as twenty four would in 
them as separate and independent institu- 
tions And the saving per annum in the 
salaries alone of the six necessary professors 
and president, if you pay them $3,000 each,

A reporter of the INDEPENDENT yesterday 
interviewed a number of our prominent busi- 
ness men on a subject which is always an in- 
teresting one—the prospects for Helenu’s 
rapid growth, Te was pleased to find tho 
utmost faith prevailing in the immediate fu- 
ture of the city, Said one gentleman, a 
prominent banker,

indicated to me that such was their purpose 
Tt will only require you know about two 
hours to run from Helena to Butte over this 
road, so that a Butte business men can leave 
here after breakfast and be at Butte between 
9 and 10 o’clock.

THE, WHOLESALER TRADE 


was never better The retail merchants 
through the Territory generally overstocked 
themselves this year by buying in large 
quantities from drummers—representing 
eastern and Pacific Coast houses—and they 
have been pressed and many forced into 
making assignments The only trouble 
was that the country merchant had to wait 
on his customers and could not pay prompt- 
ly. The foreign wholesale merchant ex 
pects his money whenitisdue He 18 un- 
acquainted with our local merchants, and 
will naturally become alarmed and sue if he 
does not get his money when it 1s due” 

“The retail dealers,” continued he, “have 
generally concluded that it is better to buy 
1n small quantifies as they need the goods 
from the wholesale merchants of Helena 
where they are acquainted, and here after we 
shall have a better wholesale trade ” 

“What,” asked the reporter, ‘will be the 
effect of a road to Benton and the extension 
of the Wickes branch to Butte next year?” 

“This,” ansWered one merchant, “would 
greatly contribute to Helena’s prosperity. 
We might not sell to merchants in Butte, 
but if we had a through road we would cer- 
tainly supply many of the Butte people and 
get a large trade from the intervening coun- 
try. Besides the road to Butte ‘would open 
up the Boulder and Basin mines as it would 
run through them, and this would vastly 
merease oul business,” 

“Of couree we all understand,” said he, 
“the great advantages of the Helena and 
Benton rattroad Connecting Helena as at 
would with the head of river navigation, 
and ultimately, perhaps, with the Canadian 
Pacific, it will do much toward making us a 
railroad centre In fact, with the branches 
to Butte and Benton completed it 18 cer- 
tain,” said he, ‘‘that Helena will be the only 
railroad contre in Montana ” 

Passing ov our reporter met another mer- 
chant who estimated that before another year 
elapsed there would be eight or ten new 
store rooms erected on Main street, and 
fully one hundred new residences through- 
out the city.

Northern Pacific Emigrant Travel. 

The following ın reference to emigrant 
travel on the Northern Pacific w'll be of ın- 
terest to those desiring to come to the Great 
Northwest at as little expense as possible 

Emigrant sleepers are run between St 
Paul and Portland. No other hne runs emi- 
grant sleepers or apy other kind of emigrant 
cars into Montana, Washington and Oregon. 
These cars are fitted with berths similar to 
first class sleepers, haying upper and lower 
berths, the only matefial difference being 
that the berths in the former are not uphol- 
stered, No extra charge 18 made for berths 
in these sleepers, but passengers furnish 
their own blankets and such other bedding 
ag they may desire The comforts of such 
accommodations can be appreciated by 
those who have undertaken long journeys 
in an ordinary emigrant coach, At the 
news stand in the Umon Depot, St. Paul, 
and ou the train, emigrants can purchase 
single mattresses at 75 cents cach, pillows at 
25 cents cach, and a pair of single blankets, 
including shawl strap, for $1.50, i 

Emigrant sleepers can not be chartered, 
but the exclusive use of an emigrant sleep- 
er 18 given to an organized party holding 
thirty six full tickets of the same form, pur- 
chased atthe same time and place Each 
member of the party must hold a ticket. 

Emigrants can get meals at the regular 
“Rating Stationa” along the line, orthey can 
carry cooked provisions with them, and 
buy tea or coffee at the eating houses, and 
eat on the train, or they can procure articles 
of food from the dining car at low rates 
without leavihg the train On each division 
of the road will be found one man whose 
sole attention 18 given to looking after the 
interests of emigrants fis they “pass over his 
division, These are special features of the 
Northern Pacific line 

Emigrants arecarricd between St Paul 
and Helena, Montana, in both directions, 
on the daily Atlantic and Pacific express 
trains, and between Helena and Portland on 
regular emigrant trains, thus reducing the 
emigrant time between St Paul and Port- 
land to about 64 days, without change gf

This is the outcome of long penamg nce- 
gotiations, which, if pursued by the Union 

acific and the other four Omaha limes, to 
induce the Burlington to join the tripartite 
alliance, or agreé to form another district 
pool, with the Burlington on one side and 
ie Union Pacific and its new allies on the 
other, 

At the conference Tuesday the Burling- 
ton announced its readines to organize a 
new pool, but on terms which would feave 
matters inabout the same condition they 
were prior tothe signing of the tripartite 
agreement between the Union Pacific, Rock 
Island and St. Paul roads. The work of ar-

THE MINE DISASTER. 


All the Bodies Rocoversd=Tostimony 
so far Given, Throws no Blame 
on the Company,

Denver, January 26.—Twenty three more 
burned bodies were today recovered from 
the Crested Butte mine, making fifty-seven in 
all, but two remain, Those tecavered to- 
day were all found in chamber No 2 and in 
the passage-way in the immediate vicinity, 
Many have arms and legs broken, skulls 
crushed in and clothing burned, and in 
many cases that dropa off in shreds as the 
body is removed, The hair is burned from 
the heads and the skin 1s burned off the 


face and other exposed portions 
of the body, leaving unrecogniza- 
ble a mass of raw and bleeding 


flesh. The appearance of theae bodied ia 
horrible beyond description, and it i8 not 
likely that any of them can be recognized. 
Many of the faces bhaye coal dust ground 
into them until they are as black as coal. 

To day the company began theerection of 
a large frame buldmg where the bodies 
will be placed and where the funeral ser- 
vices will be held Crowds are coming on 
every train and on snow shoes from the 
surrounding camps The company, besides 
the erection of the building spoken of, will 
bear aj} the funersl expenses and make 
ample provision for needy families of the 
deceased It is thought the other two 
bodies will be got out by midmght 

The mquest began at noon today The 
coroner's Jury was summoned by Coroner N 
Snyder After viewing the thirty-four bod 
ies already brought out they adjourned 
Since that time bearing of the evidence has 
been going on in the parlor of the Elk 
Mountain house and will be continued to- 
night and tomorrow The witnesses ex

HeLena, January 26, A D 1884,—At 
the last June term of the Tgstrict Court for 
Gallatin County Cari J Adolphson was 
convicted of murder m the first degree and 
sentenced by Judge Wade to be hung on the 
16th day of August, 1883, from which judg 
ment the defendant appealed to the Supreme 
Court 

As only two of the three judges compos- 
ing and constituting said Supreme Court 
were present at the next term after the con- 
vichion, aud one of those, Chie? Justice 
Wade, was the presiding judge who pro- 
nounced the sentence and overruled the 
motion for a new trial, a petition was pre 
sented to the Hon Isaac D McCutcheon, 
the then acting Governor, praying for a 
respite which he granted upon being made 
acquainted with the facts, and extended the 
time of execution to the 7th day of Febru 
ary, 1884, expecting the vacancy in the Su- 
preme Bench would be supphed by the 
January term 1884 

But that bas not yet been done The 
same vacancy continues, the very same 
cause for a reprieve still exists Yet with 
al] these circumstances surrounding the 
case the present governor of Montana has 
and does utterly refuse ta grant a respite, 
notwithstanding the attorneys for defend- 
ant have begged hım to postpone the execu- 
tion, alleging that all they desired was to 
have the matter brought before s full bench 
of the Supreme Court, not to prolong the 
life of a felon nor to evade the law nor de- 
Jay its operations, but that justice might be

Am Eloquent Plea im Maver of Educats 
ing Montana Children at 
Home. 


While the establishing of high and Nor 
malSchoola in Montana was undor digous 
sion yesterday, Hon, W. Y, Pemberton 
arose and sald: 

Mr Present: [don't seethat any more 
important question will come before the 
Convention than that of providing for a 
good common school system, Itis a ques. 
tion which, in my opinion, has more to do 
with the future welfare of the country than 
any other question brought before the Con- 
vention, In my opinion, sir, overy dollar 
which the public shall expend in the educa 
tion of the rising genciation which shall 
come afterward, will be a dollarsaved which 
would otherwise have to be expended in the 
building of jails snd penitentiaries, I be 
keve the beat way to provide for the sup 
pression of trime js for the country to pro» 
vide for the general diffusion of knowledge. 
As far ag the history of crime shows 
it is beygnd all question that criminals come 
from thé uneducated and unenlightened 
classes, Jf we would suppress crime we 
must educate the people We must build 
up institutions of learning 

I don’t beheve the system which estab 
lahes common schools, grammar schools, 
primary schools, or by whatever name they 
may becalled— meets the public demands 
ef the hour I boheve there should bea 
higher system of education thin can be 
found today in the common primary 
schoola of our land I believe the law 
somewhere ought to provide for a system of 
high schools and, Normal schools No 
schoo] system ın the State of Montana— 
when it becomes a State—could be consid- 
ered complete and sufficient to the demands 
of the day that leaves out high and Normal 
schools There ıs no provision in this re- 
port for any such system Where are your 
children to be educated? Where will you 
find the kind of schools that will prepare 
your children for admission into the univer 
sity They must necessanty seek it in ptr 
vate schools or elso the people of the Terr: 
tory or of this State must send their chil 
dren away to foreign lands to be educated 
Suck a eyatem ag that should be deplored 
by the parents, If you want your sons and 
daughters to love Montana and to respect 
and reverence these sun kissed valleys and 
these enchanted mountains, educate them at 
home Itel you, str, wherever the boy may 
wander in this world, orunder whatever 
shies he makes Ins home, bis heart 
will turn back wath fondness to ins alma 
mater He cannot forget it, Fit your boys 
for g useful life at home and insure them 
good, useful traimmg in Montana Now, 
sir, I am m fayor of a good liberal broad 
gauge system of public education I want 
it to include the high school and the Normal 
school I want the public school system to 
provide for Normal schools where teachers 
can be prepared tb teach our own children and 


institutions Now, aur, it we have high and 
Normal schools, and the Legislature 18 pro- 
hibited from providing a tax, how are we go- 
ing to support them? Tho Legislature may 
either provide by a special tax for the sup- 
port of these schools, or provide for the peo- 
ple voting such a tax upon tbem- 
selves As n matter of coyrse jou 
don't want to have a Normal school for 
every district in the state. When I speak 
of district, Ido not have reference to *‘school 
district’ as we understand the word, But 
Normal school districts include counties in 
certain portions of the state For instance, 
1u & number of the states we have three or 
four Normal schools, and each one of these 
Normal schools js located in s district that 
fg established by the Legislature But, 
gentlemen, if you want to prov@e 
now for a liberal broadguage Wys- 
tem of public education, m my 
opinion the resolution offered by the 
gentleman from Choteau (Mr, Collins) should 
be adopted with the amendment offered by 
the gentleman from Missoula (Mr. MeCor- 
mick) Iam not willing to stop here with 
a public school system which simply gives 
us a primary school, We want more 
There 18 no danger that we will overdo the 
thing in providing for education It is in 
the interest of good government—it is in 
the interest of morahty and virtue—it is 
the proper movement fer the suppres- 
sion of crime, and in the highest, most 
sacred and holy way that can address itself to 
the human conscience, and I appeal to the 
conyeption today to let no parsimony or 
narrow mindedness govern them in the 
adoption of a common school system for

say be was, and harassed with debt, com- 
mitted suicide, and that in their alarm for 
their own safety, the accusing witnesses 
concluded to lay the deed at the door of 
thelr countryman, who could speak no Eng- 
lish,

Section 10 wag amendcd to read as fol-

No religious or partisan test or qualifica- 
tion shall ever be required of any person as 
a condition of admission udto any public or 
educational institution of the State, either 
ag a teacher or student, nor shall attendance 
be required at any rehgious service what- 
ever, nor shall any sectarian tenets be taught 
in any public educational inatition of the 
State 

The following, offered by Hunt, was sub- 
stituted for section 11. The legislature may 
provide for the election of all school officers, 
including Regents of the University, at a 
separate election from those at which state 
and county officersare voted for Adopted. 

The remaining sections of the article were

REGENTS OF THE UNIVERSITY 

At the first general election provided 
therefor there shall be chosen by the quali- 
fled electors of the State, four Regents of 
the University, who shall at their frat meet- 
ing be so classified by lot that two shall 
hold oftice for two years and two for four 
yeurs, and every two years thereafter there 
shall be elected two Regents whose terin of 
office shall be four years, except as other- 
wise provided im the Constitution The 
Regents so elected and their successors 
shall constitute a body corporate to be 
known by the nome and style of “The Re- 
gents of the University of Montana ” Such 
Regents shall receive no salary, but shall be 
allowed all actual and necessary expenses 
mcurred 1n the discharge of their official 
duties 

The regents of the univergity shall, as 
soon as practicable and they deem neces 
sary, choose a president of the university, 
who shall hold his office for four years un- 
less befoie that time be be removed for 
cause; he shall be er ajiceo a member of the 
board with the privilege of speaking, but 
not voting unless in case of a ne, be shall 
preside at the meetings of the board and be 
the principal executive officer of the unver- 
sity, and a member of the faculty thereof, 

‘fhe borrd of regents shall have the 
gencral supervision of the university, and 
the exclusive control, direction and disposi- 
tion of the tands and moneys granted te the 
State forfuniversity purposes by the general 
government, not inconastant with the terms 
of the grant from the government, and of 
all grants, gifts, devises and bequcsts or ap- 
propriations from the general government, 
the State, or from apy other source what- 
ever, for the exclusive use and benefit of the 
Univeraty of Montana, and said board 
shall further provide for the safe and profit- 
able investments of all funds, derived from 
whatever source, intended fur the perman- 
ent endowmeut of said university, under 
such regulations and restrictions as may bo 
prescribed by law, the State bemg guarantee 
against the loss or diversion of any part 
thereof. 

The Committee of the Whole then arose,

President Arthur vs. Crosby amd Wades, 


The course of Judge Wade and Governor 
Crosby in thia affair muat commend itsell 
to every niglit thinking, sober-minded citi- 
zen of Montana —Herald, 


So says the carpet bag organ in regard to 
the action of these officials ın the case of the 
Territory vs, Adolphson, Yet the news 
comes from Washington that the President 
has overruled the action of these officials 
and haa granted a respite in the case until 
September lat, 1884, The Presidents evi- 
dently actuated by those sentiments of com- 
mon humanity that govern all right think- 
ing men A man is committed on the um 
supperted testimony of 9 single witness 
(Peterson) who contradicted all bis former 
statements in the case, and is contradicted 
by the testimony of other witnesaca, That 
witness was under arrest ag an accomplice, 
and only secured his own safety by the con- 
viction of Adolphson, Since that conviction 
he has fied the country The condemned 
man protests his innocence Yet under 
these circumstances, Gov, Crosby refused to 
respite him until hig case could be heard be- 
fore a full bench of the Supreme Court 
This might have been expected of Crosby, 
after his jocular dispatch ım regard to the 
hanging of “a Democratic postmaster” at 
Greénhorn by a midnight mob But, stranger 
than all, he excuses himeelf upon the ground 
that he had talked with two Judges of the 
Supreme Bench, Judge Wade and Judge 
Galbraith, and ‘from what they told bim, 
ho was satisfied the man was guilty, and 
ought to be hung ” 

If Gov Crosby tells the truth, it furmshes 
good ground why this case should never be 
tried before Judge Wade and Judge Gal- 
braith, If two Judges of the Supreme 
Court would so far forget their positions as 
to advise the Governor that a man should 
be hung, whosé case wae sull pending be 
fore them on appeal, and would give such 
advice before they had heard the presenta- 
tion of the case, they are nof only incompe 
tent to try such a case, but are clearly occu 
pying a false position on the bench of our 
Supreme Court If there18 any nght guar 
anteed to aman—even the humblest pnd 
poorest man—in this land of hberty, it is 
the right to a fair and impartial 
trial where his life trembles ın the 
scale, The judge who would advise 
a Governor to deny such right by refusing 
a respite 13 unfit to be a Judge 

True the man 1s without money and aa 
we have oficn intimated, such men stand a 
poor show in Judge Wade's court, where 
wealth and influence are on the other side 
But we would not have thought that any 
Judge not a Jeffries could be so reckless of 
human life as to doom a man before the 
hearing of hts appeal, upon the contradicted 
testimony of a witness charged as an ac 
complice, where every page of the record 
shows his dehberate purpose to shield him- 
self by criminating another

Section 1 was adopted without amend 
ment as follows

tion, shall thereafter have no validity 

Section 2 was amended on motion of

CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION, 
% 
Tuesday, January 29—Files Relatéa to 
Officers, Citizonship, Forest 
Firos, Water Rights, etc., 
Disposed Of.

The forenoon session of the Constitution- 
al Conyention yesterday was occupied on 
the discussion of various measures already 
considered ın Committee of the Whole 

When Dixon, chairman of the Committee 
of the Whole, reported upon the article in 
reference to the executive department, 
Hunt made a speech in favor of striking out 
that section which prohibited a Governor 
from beling elected to the United States 
Senate while he was still Governor, Mills, 
Callaway, Hedges, and others were opposed 
to domgso Quite a discugsion ensued, re 
suiting inthe section under consideration 
being stricken out. - 

The question of salaries for executive of- 
ficers was also made the subject for an 
animated discussion, and they were finally 
established as follows: Governor, $3,600; 
other officers (excepting Lieutenant Gover- 
nor) $2,000 3 

AFTERNOON BESSION, 


In the afternoon the article relating to of- 
ficers, in which all State, county and munic 
pal officers were prohibited from accept- 
ing free passes from any railroad or other 
common carrier, came up for discussion, 
and a hvely, rattling debate followed Pem- 
berton (averse to adopting the article) and 
Hedges (ın favor of its adoption) making 
particularly eloquent speeches The discus 
sion resulted in the entire bill bemg stricken 
out 

General File No 12, providing that “There 
shall be no distinction in citizenship on ac- 
count of sex,” was rejected 

General File No, 18, ın relation to forest 
fires, was also rejected, as its provisions 
were covered by General File No 6 

General File No 14,1n reference to m18- 
cellaneous subjects and future amendmente, 
wag peat taken up The first division of 
this report was, with the exception of sec 
tions Nos 2 6 and 7, stricken out 

Section 2, as adopted, prohibits the Leg 
islature from authorizing lotteries and gift 
enterprises : 

Sections 6 and 7 (adopted) are as follows 


Sec 6 The General Assembly shall en- 
act suitable laws to prevent the destruction 
by fire, from Jocomotives on railroads, or 
from any other cause, and to heep in good 
preservation the grasses and forests upon the 
lands of the State or ypon the lands of the 
public domain, the control of which may be 
conferred by Congress upon this State 
» Sec 7. The General Assembly may pro 
vide that the increase ın the value of pri 
vate lands, caused by the planting of hedges, 
orchards and forests thereon, shall not, for 
a limited time, to be fixed by law, be taken 
Inte account in assessing such lands for tax- 
ation 


Section 1 of the division relating to future 
constitutional amendments was adopted, 
with a slight amendment It provides that 
the Gencral Assembly may, by a majority 
vote of the members elected to each House, 
recommend to the electoré of the State to 
vote at the next general election, for or 
against a convention to revise, alter and 
amend this constitution Amendments 
passed by the convention shall be submitted 
to the qualified electors at the next general 
election, 

Section 2 (adopted) of the division relating 
to fiture amendments, provides that consti- 
tutional amendments prepared im either 
House of the General Assembly, 1f accepted 
by a majority vote, shall be entered on the 
journal of both Houses, and that the Secre- 
tary of State shall have them published m 
at least one paper (1f such there be) in each 
ecunty for three months preceding the next 
general election, and at said clection the 
amendments proposed shall be submitted to 
the qualihed clectors of the States for their 
approval or rejection 

LYLNING RESSION 

The convention went into Committee of 
the Whole for the consideration of general 
file No 15, relating to mining, water, and 
water rights, Vivion in the chair, 

Section 1, providing for a commissioner 
of mines, was taken up. 

Pemberton asked to know the duties, 
authority, and rights of the proposed oflice, 
and moved to stuke out the whole section, 
on the ground that no such office was now 
needed, that the office would be taken ad- 
vantage of to speculate in mines, and fur- 
ther, that if any such office should be need 


ed in the future, the Legislature is author- 
ized to provide for the same. 

Toole spoke against striking out 

Dixon believed the whole matter should 
be left to the Legislature of the future State 

The motion to strike out prevailed. 

Section 2, prohibiting the employment of 
children under fourteen years of age 
in the mines, was next taken under con- 
sideration. 

After a short discussion the whole section 
was siricken out 

Section 8, which provided that the 
sciences of mining and metallurgy should 

¿be taught in one or more of the institutions 
of Iearning under the patronage of the State, 
was discussed for a short time and finally 
stricken out, for the reason that schooling 
in these sciences was already provided for, 

Bections 4 and 5, relating to water and 
water rights, was stricken out, tne conven- 
tion belfeving that these subjects should be 
left to the legislature and the courts, 

The sixth and last sections of file 15, re 
lating to the right of way for canals, Aumes, 
ete , was stricken out, for the same reason 
as the last two. 

Adjourned till 10 o’clock Wednesday,

Ihave 
given you a sketch of the creek and spring 
on the othcr side which shows their posi-

The record of a party below on the stream 
would not hold the title to water unless h 
went on within a reasonable time to con 
struct a ditch, und then the quantity of 
water to which he would be entitled would 
be determined, not by his record, but by the 
capacity of his ditch The owner of the 
lang on which the spring rises would have 
the right, as we understand the law, to use 
1t for culinary and domestic purposes, but 
not for irrigation, 1f he thereby deprives the 
party below him of enough water to fill hig 
ditch It must appear, however, that the 
party below néeded the water, and was 
damaged by its diversion from his ditch

Congress Hard at Worke-The Mexican 
Treaty--Land Grants--Huntin« 
ton and Gould--Kemper- 
ance-=Pensionerse« 

Ete, Etc. 


For the Independent, . 
Wasminaron, January 24, 1884, 

There 13 great activity In Congress, and 
between the Fitz John Porter discussion, 
the Mex:can treaty, and the land grant 
question, etc,, mterest in the proceedings 
of both Houses has been well sustamed 
during the past week It 38 often remarked 
here what a quict Congress this is and how 
that heated personal and political strife 
which usually manifests itself, especially 
on the cve of an important campaign, has 
been kept in the background There 18 
less of it thie winter than I have ever seen 
during my ten years’ observation here Can 
1t be the calm before a storm? or ate the 
politicians beginning to realize that the 
people are losing interest in these partisan 
wrangles and looking to their representa 
tives for something more important and 
bus ness like? “We shall shortly see 

The secret sessions of the Senate on the 
Mexican treaty have no “doubt been very in 
teresting to that body, who have remained 
locked up several days discussing the impor 
tant commercial questions involved But 
an old veteran in legislation and travel says, 
judging from what he saw in Mexico when 
visiting that country a few years ago, he 
does not believe that our exports there 
would amount to much for some time to 
come, but we might obtain from there sev- 
eral articies of which we aren need, Sugar 
now costs a great deal too much, merely to 
benefit a comparatiycly few owners of Tow 
‘signa plantations Then there is coffee, 
which costa as much as at did before the 
duty was removed, the Brazilians having 
clapped _on an income tax equal to our re- 
duction of taxation The Mexican coffee 1s 
far superior to that of Brazil, and equal to 
that of Mecha Just now almost every 
pound 1s gobbled up by Prussian commis 
sion merchants and sent to Berlin The 
agents of the railroads constructed or being 
constructed in Mexico with United States 
capital, have worked very diligently ın favor 
of the treaty It will be their only chance 
of getting even any small return for their 
large outlay t 

Tho report of the House Committee on 
Public Lands concerning the forfeiture of 
the Texas Pacific grant is a meaty docu 
ment and completely knocks the pins from 
under the Huntington-Gould combination 
It was written by Judge ‘Payson, of Iih- 
nois, who has devoted much of his time for 
a year past te an investigation of this and 
and other questions touching the Pacific 
railways Mr Huntington priencally aban- 
dons all hope of defeating the declaration of 
forfeiture by Congress, but boasts that he 
will hold the matter in the courts for twenty 
years and finally coma off victorious there, 
the lands meanwhile being sold by the rail 
road company Possibly this insolent cor 
poration may defy Congress, and defeat jus 
tice andthe people inthis way, but we 
shall sece If itis really true that these cor- 
porations are stronger than the Government, 
as ıt sometimes appears, it is time the peo 
plo took measures to, bring them to book 
The whole Pacific pooling combination 18 
sever¢ly attacked ın this report, and ıt cer- 
tainly ought to receive some attention from 
Congress The government has voted mil- 
lions of acres of land, together with other 
aid, in building competing lines of road, 
which when built unite n° a general com- 
bination to enforce exactions and swindle 
the public It 38. time the thing 
was ` stopped and the « power of 
these combinations materially curtailed 

The temperance question had a little run 
in the Senate the other day, when the joint 
rules were under discussion One ot the 
rules probibits the sale of all kinds of liq- 
uors m the restaurants of the House and 
Senate Senator Bayard moved to strike 
out the words “or malt,” so as to exempt 
lager beer and other malt liquors from the 
exclusion, Mr Frye opposed this with an 
earnestness that would have gladdened 
Neal Dow’s heart, and described the res 
tuurant of the House of Representative as 
having become nothing more or less than n 
miserable groggery, He said that he had 


seen a man with hig pantaloons in his boots,. 


and wearing © dirty blouse, stand up at a 
counter of one of the Capitol restaurants, 
drinking mean whiskey out of a crockery 
teacup, and if any Senator desired to fol 
low hig example, he had but to go down- 
stara aud order some ‘‘cold tea,” The 
joint rule was finally passed so amended as 
to exclude all intoxicating liquors, 

Petitions are daily rolling in upon Con- 
grees asking changes in the pension laws, 
and many ofthem bear marks of having 
come through thehands of, or being 1n- 
spired by, the old gang of pension attor- 
neys Many of thepetitions sent to Con- 
gress are not really in the interest of or 
understood by the petitioners themselves

KEIFER-BOYNTON SQUABBLE 


Keifer Charges Boynton With 
Attempted Bribery. 


Congress Orders Investigation 
at Request of Boynton. 


Letters of the Latter to Keifer. 


Wasninaron, January 80 — Accompa 
nying the resolution offered ın the House 
this afternoon by Representative Hopkins, 
providing for a committee to investigate the 
charges Of corruption made by ex Speaker 
Keifer against Gen, H, M Boynton, were 
two letters wnitten by the latter to the ex- 
Speaker, concerning the subject matter of 
the charges, and were referred to by Keifer 
to day in his statement to the House The 
firetof these communications mentioned by 
Kaefer in bs remake as ‘‘a scurrilous letter” 
‘was oa follows 

N Wasumaron, January 26th 
To Hon, J Warren Keifer 

Sir About a week ago he saw fit to de- 
clare before the House ommittee on ac 
counts, where your oficial action 1s under 
going investigation, that a ‘clique corres 
pondent” had misrepresented you before the 
public because you had defeated a claim 
they had attempted to lobby through Con 
gress Being called on by several corres- 
pondents and asked for names and specifica- 
tions, you were pleasee to use my name in 
this connection, and you claimed you had 
letters from me which would be produced 1n 
proper time to make good your charge 
‘fhereupon I publicly denounced ‘your 
statement so far aa _ ıt related 
to me as dishonorable and. false, and 
challenged you to make good your charge 
defore the committee ” 

Keifer then rehearsed at some length his 
interview on the McGonahan matte: and 
said that their acquaintance ceased when 
Boynton suggested there was money to be 
made by passing McGonahan’s bill and he 
had never spoke to him since He hoped the 
resolution would be opened wide enough to 
admit W B Shaw, and quoted from the 
testimony of Charles O Bert before the 
committee to investigate the Pacific steam- 
slip subaidy to the effect that Shaw re. 
Budd 
asked Keifer if he did not admit Boynton 
tothe gallery, Keifer replied that Congress 
adjourned two days after he learned that 
Boynton was a lobbyist Hopkins said the 
communication from Gen Roynton to the 
Speaker of the House should be read 
Springer took the responsibility of having 
the communication read as part of Mis re- 
marks The letter sexys ‘Having thus 
called your attention to the grave charges 
made in whiting by Ex Speaker Keifer, 
which I pronounce utterly devoid of truth, 
I have the honor to enclose herewith a full 
text of his letter to me, together With cor 
respondetice thereto, and through you re 
spectfully request the House to order an in 
vestigation of the matter ” 

The 1esolution was amended so as to in-

Some journals still delight to publish such 
blood curdling tales ag Sherman and Eliza 
Pinkerton manufactured in Louisiana, and 
such as the outcast Mahoné and his vile
